On the last Wednesday of each month during the summer, Barnes & 
Noble on Briargate Blvd held a short Science Fun Night for the kids. 
On Aug 30 it was time for ham radio at the book store. It wasn’t a very 
big turnout, but that was expected. Typically the crowds were 1 or 2, up 
to 25. We had 6 kids that evening, all boys, ranging in age from about 5 
to 15. The goal was to demo ham radio in about 30 - 45 minutes. Can’t 
do a whole lot in that short time, but the kids got a chance to hear about 
different kinds of things hams can do, who they can expect to talk with, 
and get a little hands-on with some real equipment. Several of the kids 
use a couple of 2-meter HTs to talk with each other right in the room, 
tap out a little Morse code on a code oscillator, and see some assembled 
QRP radio kits. They also watched a video showing a replay of the 
Prairie Hills/Mir space contact of Feb 1998, showing it was possible to 
talk to astronauts. It wasn’t expected that these kids would run out and 
ask Dad to buy them a radio, but instead, the kids have a little seed planted in the back of their minds about ham radio, 

, and someday that seed will sprout into a full-blown interest in the 
hobby. It may take a few years, but if these kids already have an 
interest in this kind of thing now, it’s highly likely that theyll always 
keep this in the back of their minds until the right thing comes along 
and pushes them into the hobby. The oldest of the kids at the demo 
was about 15 years old, and had some experience building some of the 
small kits that are available at Radio Shack. At the end of the demo the 
kids all picked up a flyer on the PPRAA and on the SAREX program. 
The PPRAA flyer contained info about the PPRAA in general, and a 
little history of radio, and what hams do in the COS area on their 
radios. It also contained contact info, including our meeting dates & 
times, some phone numbers, our web site, and some e-mail addresses. 


Speaking of the Dad’s, there were several parents that hung around to 
watch the demo, and they also walked away with a new understanding of 
what ham radio was about. 


This project started just about three months ago when Greg Tarcza 
WA2OOD received a call from Barnes & Noble. They had heard about 
ham radio second-hand and thought it would make a good addition to 
their Science Fun Night. Greg contacted Rob Roller N7LV who 
coordinated the demo and gave the demonstration. Rob received help 
and support from Greg, and also from Mike and Rhoda Anderson WV7T 
and KB2BZY, and Robert Piccione KC@HIP and his son. Even though 
there were no new hams signed up that night, it was definitely

Elections: At this month’s meeting, we’ll elect all officers, and elect any open board positions. Basically we’ll 
complete the table below for the Oct 2000 column. The first four board members at the top of the Oct 1999 column are 
ending their 2-yr term. The other four members are continuing on for one more year. Officer terms are one year, so any 
of the eight directors in Oct 2000 may be elected to serve as officers concurrent with their two-year board term. 
Nominations will be accepted from the floor. If you know of anyone that wants to run for a position, please nominate 
them at the meeting. They should have 
indicated their willingness to serve prior to Oct 1998 Oct 1999 Oct 2000 Oct 2001 
you nominating them.

meeting. Keep in mind that any club member can serve as a board member. The current board would like to see some 
fresh faces, but it takes people that are willing to serve. 


Bylaws: Each Sep board meeting, the board is required to review the bylaws. This year the board has recommended a 
minor change to make the bylaws reflect the way things are actually done. The current bylaws have been included on an 
insert in this issue. They’re also available on the club’s web page. 


Suggested Bylaw Changes: The suggested changes below (to be voted on at the annual meeting) more accurately 
state the rights and privileges of Family and Senior members. As currently written, the spouse of an Associate member 
could be incorrectly construed as a Family member, when in reality, Family membership applies only to Full and Senior 
members. 

c. Family membership: Any person who is the husband or wife, brother or sister, son or daughter, father or mother of a Full or 

Senior member, and who is living at the same address of such member, and who would otherwise qualify as a Full or Senior member, 

shall be eligible to become a Family member upon payment in advance of the dues specified for such person in Article IX, hereof. A 

Family member shall have the rights and privileges of a Full member, but without the right to receive the association's publication 

"0-Beat". 

d. Senior membership: Any person who otherwise qualifies as a Full member and has attained the age of 65 is eligible for Senior 

membership at the dues rate specified in Article IX hereof. A Senior member shall have the rights and privileges of a Full member. 


New Business: Absentee Balloting: After someone expressed concern that they couldn't vote on club business 
due to other obligations on the annual meeting night, Sid White K4ARM researched the issues of the pros and cons of 
absentee voting. Sid presents his findings here. 


Just after the 1999 election, it was brought to my attention that some folks, because of illness or other unavoidable 
circumstances, could not vote for directors/officers simply because those members could not attend the annual club 
meeting. I was asked to investigate changing the election policy to include absentee ballots. There are three pertinent 
sections within the bylaws which dictate the procedures for election of officers. 
Article IV, Section 4. Election. The officers of the association shall be elected at the regular annual meeting of the members by ballot by 
plurality vote of the voting members present at the meeting. 
Article Il, Section 3. Annual meeting. The annual meeting of the members shall be held on the second Wednesday of October of each 
year at a time and location specified by the board. At said meeting the members entitled to vote, shall elect by ballot by a plurality vote of 
such members present, four directors for a term of two (2) years to serve with the four holdover directors, for the ensuing year, or until their 
successors shall be duly elected and qualify, and shall transact such other business as may properly come before the meeting. 
Article VII, Section 2. Nominating committee. The nominating committee shall consist of the officers and board of directors. The committee 
shall nominate a list of eligible members as needed for officers and directors at the board meeting occurring the month prior to the annual 
association meeting. In addition to nominations made by this committee, the President shall receive nominations of eligible members from the 
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floor at the annual meeting. Such nominations shall be made by and seconded by voting members in good standing. There are arguments for 
having an absentee voting capability as well for keeping the status quo. Staying with the plan as set forth in the current bylaws has served the 
Club well for a number of years and will undoubtedly continue to do so. However, with an increasingly mobile membership, reflecting the 
general society, we may very well be able to hold on to members who are transferred, either permanently or temporarily, by military or civilian 
employers, but wish to continue their associations with the club, perhaps with an eye towards returning to the area in the future. 


Setting up an absentee ballot arrangement will require some thought. While at present there appears to be no foreseeable 
“power struggles” which would necessitate significant “boiler-plated” procedures, the possibility for such a situation 
exists and should be addressed. For example, without significant expense, how can a one-ballot-per-member be insured? 


The next and perhaps most obvious problem involves the nomination process. There would be no nominations from the 
floor at the annual meeting. If there were, those nominees may be at a disadvantage when the votes are tallied, as the 
absentee voters would not have had those names on the mailed ballots for consideration. A provision for write-in votes 
could be implemented but that would also face an inherent disadvantages much like the floor nominations mentioned 
above. The nomination process would have to be halted in time for ballots to be prepared and sent out. This could 
perhaps best be done in a @-Beat prior to the Annual meeting. In any event, the ballots would need to be in members’ 
hands with sufficient time allowed for voting and return mailing. Since a hard-copy mailing could solve several 
problems, including the security issue, @-Beat may not be the ideal vehicle for ballot mailing since a significant 
percentage of members now opt for electronic copies of the newsletter. There would be some additional expense, 
primarily dealing with mailings. 

Ballots received by a stated cut-off date would be counted and the totals added to those obtained at the annual meeting 
and winners would be declared. Election results would then be reported in @-Beat and the club’s web site. This 
represents a significant change to the bylaws and to established procedure. Absentee balloting is something that we can 
work out—if the membership feels it is desirable and necessary. The Board of Directors would like to put this matter 
before the membership before proceeding. de Sid White K4ARM

Traffic Tutorial (Part I 11) 


[This traffic tutorial is provided by Jerry Verduft 
ADQA, who is an avid traffic handler. This is part 
3 of 6, and will be presented over the coming 
months as space permits. ] 


Now that we have looked at the standard message form 
and the book message, we’re ready to discuss the means 
of transmitting the message. There are various nets 
established for the purpose of handling formal message 
traffic. Most of these nets meet daily and welcome 
anyone to check in. They are directed nets, meaning they 
are controlled by one station, called the Net Control 
Station (NCS). Listed here are those traffic nets active in 
the Southern Colorado area. 


When checking into the local nets, listen for the NCS to 
call for general check-in (on CW: QND), give your call 
and when acknowledged by the NCS, list your traffic by 
quantity and destination. Example: This is AD@A with 
one formal for Denver (303). The numbers following the 
town are telephone number prefixes - always list the 
phone prefix (when known.) This expedites the NCS’s 
ability to find a station who can handle the message for 
delivery. If the message is going out of the area or the 
state, simply list the city/state. If you are operating on a 
net that is a member of the National Traffic System 


(NTS), there will be liaisons to take the out of area or 
state traffic and place it into the NTS system. The NTS is 
a formal structure of nets and packet nodes across the 
country established to service formal message traffic on a 
daily basis.
